WEANING YOUNG PIGS 


Profit Depends To a Large 
Extent On Proper Treatment 


The profit one makes in the rais- 
ing of hogs depends to a larger ex- 
tent than many suppose on the treat- 
ment the litters receive while they 
are quite young. Years of experience 
and scores of experiments on the Px- 
perimental Farms have justified the 
conclusion that the character of the 
feeding and management of the suck- 
ing and weaned pig has as great in- 
fluence on the economy of production. 
Circular No. 61, of the Department 
of Agriculture, at Ottawa, recom- 
mends teaching the litter to eat three 
weeks before weaning. The use of a 
creep which will admit the little pigs 
but not the mother, is recommended. 
Tor best results at weaning times, 
sweet skim milk is regarded as a 
practical necessity, subsequently sour 
skim milk or: buttermilk may be 
used, Middlings mixed with milk are 
easily digested and very nourishing. 
It is recommended also to scatter a 
few handfuls of dry grain from time 
to time in the bedding. This ensures 
the little pigs taking exercise in 
hunting up the kernels. Over-feeding 
is a frequent cause of ill-health and 
stunting.

More Than 7,000 Miles Built With 
Dominion Subsidy Since 1919 

Virtual completion of Canada's road | 
building programme, begun in 1919, 
was accomplished in 1927, according 
to the recently published annual re- 
port of the Commissioner of High-| 
ways. Co-operation between the fed- 
eral and Provincial governments of | 
Canada, given under the Canada 
Highways Act, made possible the 
succegsful carrying out of the road} 
programme. 

Up to the end of March, 1927, 7,436 
miles had been completed out of a to- 
tal of 8,415 provided under the agree- 
ment.? This mileage was constructed 
under. the provisions governing the 
federal subsidy whereby the Dominion 
Government undertook to furnish 40 
per cent. of the cost, the provinces 
taking care of the remaining 60 per 
cent. The federal © appropriation 
amounted to $20,000,000 and the esti- 
mated cost of the highways was $48,- 
990,792. Of this the federal govern- 
ment in March, last, had provided 


| $18,775,602 out of an estimated Do- 
;minion aid of $19,596,388.

THE SUGAR JACK 
SYSTEM OF FEEDING 


Does Not Seem To Improve the 
Nutritive Value Of Roughage 


The “Sugar Jack" process is a 
method recently put on the market 


‘| for the utilization of dry, coarse and 
| unpalatable forage. It is an ensiling 


process in which a so-called ‘‘con- 
verter,’”’ the Sugar Jack Converter, is 
used to moisten the dry forage before 
it is placed in the press or small silo. 


| An experimental investigation of this 


process has been made by the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Division at the Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm and the re- 
sults published in a new bulletin en- 
titled “The Conversion Of Dry 
Roughage Into a Succulent Feed. 
Analysis of the “Sugar Jack Con- 
verter” has shown it to consist large- 
ly of common salt plys, slaked lime 
and a little vegetable matter. In fact 
warm water alone, and warm water 
with common salt used to replace the 
Sugar Jack Converter proved to be 
as satisfactory in the processing as 
did the solution of the converter. 
Judging from the results of practical 
feeding tests and from chemical and 
bacteriological analysis, Sugar Jack 
processing does not add to or im- 
prove the nutritive value of the orig- 
inal roughage. In the feeding trials 
the Sugar Jack ration produced con- 
siderably less milk than silage and 
The pro- 
duction of milk and fat from the con- 
sumption of the unprocessed dry 
roughage was equal to that from sim- 
ilar roughage processed by the Su- 
gar Jack system, and the dry rough- 
age was equally palatable. Besides, 
the Sugar Jack System requires 
much more labor than is necessary 
in feeding either corn silage or un- 
processed roughage. As a matter of 


| fact the Sugar Jack process is sim- 
| ply a development of an old fashion- 


ed method of feed preparation long 
since discarded in favor of modern 
methods such as the silo. The bulletin 
is distributed by the Publications 
Branch of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Ottawa.

He recommends giv- 
jing the flock shelter from the wind 
land storms but offers a warning 
against close housing which would 
j lead the stock to perspire and con- 
| tract colds, As a general winter feed, 
good hay and straw are recommend- 
ed, but towards lambing time a small 
ration’ of oats will be needed, partic- 
ularly for those that are at all thin 
in condition, A dry bed, opportunity 
for plenty of exercise, and a supply 
of clean water and salt always avail- 
; able, should bring the flock through 
‘in fine condition to produce vigorous 
jlambs and to nourish them well.

Without a fine quality of cream it 
is impossible to make a good class 
of butter. Not only. must it be pro- 
duced from healthy, properly fed 
cows, but it muSt be cared for so us 
to preserve it in fine condition. The 
production and care of cream in- 
| volves many considerations that are

Says Stones Do Not Grow 
Question Has Been Settled By Ex- 
perts At Washington 
Any farmer will tell you that 
stones grow. That is a belief that 
obtains all over this continent, and 
| they assuredly seem to do so. How 
| often has the patient picker of stones 
| removed all the stones near or close 
|} to the surface, making the field fair 
to look at, only to see, after the next 
plowing, the surface covered by as 
|; many stones as there were before. 
| This is another question that has 
been settled by the scientists, the city 
experts of agriculture at Washington. 
The agricultural department over 
there declares absolutely that rocks 
do not grow. According to them, 
| what happens is this: Rocks of all 
| Sizes are continuously being hunched 
to the surface by the frost. This 
agency forms Ice under the stones 
beneath the surface. This pushes the 
stones up. When this ice melts the 
stone does not drop back but dirt 
slips in and so the rock is lifted. 
|Rocks thus pushed up from below 
are those which the farm lad thinks 
have grown while he was sleeping. It

The Mosquito Pest 


| Drainage and Oli Are Best Means 
Known To Keep Insects Under 
During the warm months of the 
| year mosquitoes are often a gerious 
pest not only in rural and forested 
| Sections but also in towns and cities. 
| The many species and the life habits 
of this insect, as well as methods of 
controlling it, have been given serious 
| 8tudy by the Entomological Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
| Ottawa, and in Circular No. 62 of the 
| deptartment, recently issued, there 
|} @re outlined plans that have been 
| found successful in bringing it under 
control. The mosquito passes through 
several stages in its life history and 
| requires water for its development. 
Control measures therefore call for 
the drainage of stagnant pools and 
| the emptying or screening of water 
barrels and other receptacles in which 
| the eggs may be deposited. Where 
| permanent control by drainage is 
| not feasible, it becomes necessary to 
treat water surfaces with oil. A sur- 
prisingly small amount of this will 
[peapee itself over a considerable sur- 
| face destroying such mosquito stages 
as are present. 

In work carried on by the Entomo- 
logical Branch to control the mosqui- 
to in the district of Ottawa and in 
other parts of Canada, a medium 
grade of petroleum oil such as fur- 
| nace fuel oi] has given good satisfac- 
tion. The circular, which is obtain- 
; able from the Publications Branch of 
the Department at Ottawa, gives ex- 
plicit instructions for carrying out 
| the oiling process and tells how to or-

away the germs, he sald, except in| 
about 90 per cent. of the cases.

New Game Preserve 


British Columbia Has Set Aside Area 
Along Alberta Boundary 

Mountain sheep, moose, deer and 
other game animals will be protected 
from hunters in a large new game 
preserve created by the provincial 
government in the northeastern sec- 
tion of British Columbia. 

The area lies along the Alberta 
boundary on Sheep Creek, 120 miles 
north of McBride, the nearest point 
of settlement to it. It is thirty miles 
long, the eastern boundary being 
formed by the inter-provincial bound- 
ary, and fifteen miles wide. It will 
contain 450 square miles. 

Some of the largest bands of big 
horn mountain sheep in British Col- 
umbia live in the reserved area, and 
it is the purpose of the government 
to protect them, as well as other 
game animals within the area.
